EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 shall read; 

1 . (currently amended) A spray head for use with an electrohydrodynamic spray 
device, wherein said spray head comprises at least one nozzle configured to provide a 
charged aerosol from a liquid formulation, said nozzle comprising a manifold having at 
least one fluid entrance, a plurality of discrete fluid spray sites and a passage to 
establish fluid communication between said at least one fluid entrance and said plurality 
of fluid spray sites, said passage configured such that said liquid formulation traveling 
within said manifold travels a substantially equal distance from said at least one fluid 
entrance and in communication with a charged electrode to any one of said plurality of 
fluid spray sites. 

Claim 3 is cancelled

1. Claims 1, 2 and 6-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious a electrohydrodynamic spray head that features a 
nozzle manifold containing a charged electrode in communication with sites to be 
sprayed, the manifold having equidistant outlets associated with the manifold where the 
charged and sprayed material travels equal distance from the fluid inlet to the sprayed 
sites.
